There  are  two  forms  of 
identification  used  for  persons 
with  disabilities  parking:  parking  placards  and 
license  plates. 

Parking  placards  are 
available  free  to  persons 
with  permanent  or 
temporary  disabilities. 
Special  license  plates 

_  are  available  to  persons 

who  are  permanently 
disabled.  These  plates  may  be  purchased  at 
the  cost  of  standard  license  plates  for  each 
vehicle  titled  in  their  name. 

Disabled  veterans  may  obtain  special 
Disabled  Veteran  Plates  if  their  disabilities  are 
100  percent  service-related .  For  a  free  Persons

Photo  ID  Program 


An  official  Illinois  photo  ID 
card  for  both  drivers  and  non¬ 
drivers  can  be  obtained  through  the  Secretary 
of  State’s  office.  The  non-expiring  ID  is  free  to 
persons  age  65  and  over  and  to  persons  with 
disabilities.  The  card  may  be  obtained  at  any 
Driver  Services  facility  or  mobile  photo  ID  unit 
throughout  the  state.
